Inquest on tlio Victims — Coiillictiiifr 
Testimony — Frieke Better— Ail- 
aitional Arrests Made. 

LoHiDON, July 20. — Mr. Andrew Carnegie 
made the following statement, to-day, at 
his abode in Loch Rannoch : "I have not 
attended to businesa for the past throe 
years, but I liavo implicit confiilonco in 
those who are managiny tlie mills. Furtliei 
than this I have nothing to say." Mr. 
Carnegie is said to be in j daily eommnnica' 
tion with the management at Pittsburg, 
and is kept closely informed as to Mr. 
Frieko's condition and the situation at 
Homcatcad. The appearances indicate that 
his stay at Loch ItutnoeU will extend 
through the summer,' "and that . lJ8~ will 
remain for a lonR time in Sreat Britain. It 
is rumored that he lias applied for and re- 
ceived special police protection. The 
repqrt cannot bo confirmed, and is not 
traceable to any autbentlo iouRie. 

The news of tho punishment of Private 
Tanis, ol Pennsylvania Militia, by hanging 
him up by hia thumbs for cheering for the 
man who shot rricko, ha? been received with 
an outburst of indignation.

Coons, a Homestead 'merchantj testified that 
the first firing oame > from, the -/boats, 'and 
Deputy SberufQray- testified tbat^tho first 
shots came from tho mill men. H. Bauer, 
another supposed aocomplioo of Burkman, 
haa been arrested iu Alleghany. Mr. Fricko 
is reported as resting comfortably. 

Homestead, Pa., July 20.— James Close, 
a drawer in tho mills prior to the strike, 
was arrested this afternoon on a charge of 
ipurder, in connection with the assault upon 
Pinkerton's men on July 6. He is 23 years 
of ago. 

L')K(; Branch, July 20. — Tho police re 
ceived word yesterday from Supt. O'Meara 
of tho Pittsburg police, to watch for Mol- 
lick, charged wiali being an accessory to the 
attempted assassination of H. C. Fricko. 
MoUick waa employed as a baker by 
U. J. IIl-IucI, u ciiufcctioncr of the p!".co. 
When the police went to arrest him they 
found ho had quietly left some time in the 
afternoon. Molliok came to Long Branch 
from Now York about three weeks ago. On 
Wednesday or Thursday of last week he 
sent a money package to A. Burkman, 
Alleghany City. It is thought the report 
that the police had connected other than 
Burkman with tbe attempt on Frioke's life 
frightened MoUick.

JAPANESE EXPELLED. 

They "Want None of Them In Idaho— 'VVorso 
Than tho Chinese. 

Boia, Idaho, July 26. — A smallpox patient 
among a large colony of Japanese laborers 
at Nampa, a town only 16 miles from Eels, 

has caused people there to expel the Japan- 
ese from the place. At Nampa the Japa 
were given 2-1 hours in which to depart, and 
^ committee of citizens made all who could 
not leave on the train go far into the sage 
brush on the plain, where they are now en- 
camped. They will not be permitted to re- 
turn. Had the Japs not obeyed the order 
to leave town, there would-, hare been 
trouble. They came from San Franoispo and 
others from' Portland, Or. A -few weeks 
ago the people of Mountain Kome, 30 miles 
eaat of Nampa, exbooted a large. Japanese 
colony, but feared their mode of living 
would breed pestilouce, ana now a general 
anti- Japanese movement will be organized 
and a strong effort made to force tho 1,100 
Japanese laborers in Southern Idaho to re- 
turn whonoo they came. The Japanese 
now in Idaho aro worao than the Chinese. 
They are filthier, and work at starvation 
wages. Tho Union Pacific Railway Com- 
pany discharged the white seotiom men and 
employed Japs, but now that the latterhave 
been expelled tho white men have in many 
cases been reinstated. Tlio Japs will ap- 
peal to Washington City. ,

THE CHINESE QUESTION. 



The Orientals Protest Agrainst tbe 
. Exclosion Act as a Treaty 
Yiolation. 



Future American Envoys Must be 
"rersoiiiii Grata;'' — Senator 
Blaii''s Uuacceptability. 



Wasiiikgto.v, D.C., July 20. — China's 
reply to Minister Finley'a note, tranamit- 
ting the instructions of Secretary Blaine, of 
October ,8, 1S9I, respecting the refssaloi 
China to receive! Ex-Senator Blair as Minis- 
ter from the United States to that country, 
transmitted to the Senate by tho President 
in further reaponao to the resolution of in- 
quiry on the subject ia mado public to-day. 
Tho reply ia dated April 5, and opens with 
the statement that in the matter of the ex- 
clusion of Chinese laborers, the United 
States hag enacted a new law, not- 
withstanding tho agreement in prior 
treaties nuiilo between the two 
governmenta that neither should lay 
aside or violate their stipulations. Further 
tho United States wants China to accept as 
a " persona iji ata" a person who helped in tho 
United States Senate to enact a new law in 
violation of the treaty. The Chinese Gov- 
ernment does not think a person who, in 
is apeoohes in the Senate, slandered China 
and made insulting aspersions against 
Chinese laborers, could treat in a spirit of 
friendliness questions which might arise be- 
tween tho two countries. Continuing, the 
reply says : "Tho United Slates cannot re- 
gard China's refusal to receive Mr. Bluir aa 
not right, as he was instructed by 
hia Government to return and not proceed 
to China. Tliisjcvidenoes a courteous spirit 
on the part of the U.S. Government, and 
tho action taken is not unlike that taken in 
1885, when a gentleman of San Franeisco 
applied to bo appointed envoy-extraordin- 
ary and minister-plenipotentiary to China, 
riio Government of the U.S. considered tho 
question, and, being apprehensive thut 
those who cherish a feeling of malice 
11(1 hatred towards the Chineae 
laborers, might not change their views, 
iilcd not to appoint the [icraoii referred 
to, as by such an appuiiitiiieiit the good rc- 
ations existing between tho two countries 
might ho impaired." Tho action taken by 
tho Government of the United States 
showed a spirit to cultivate friendly rela- 
tions. The now exclusion act; is very vexa- 
tioua, aud is in violation of the treaty. The 
^'amau as well as tho Chineae Minister at 
Washington have frecjuently discussed the 
question based upon treaty stipuhi- 
tiona, but tho Honorable Secretary of 
State haa never given a positive 
or decided reply. China must protest 
against tho exclusion act, which ia in viola- 
tion of tho Treaty, and cannot regard the 
question any clusor. In tho selection of 
Ouvoys in iuture, ii the Government of thu 
United States follows the internstiional rule 
regarding persons who are persona grata, 
China. will not make objection.

Madbid, July 25.— Twenty-four warships 
have received orders to proceed to Hirelva 
and take part in the Columbus celebration 
there, August 3. The fleet ' will comprise 
eight Spanish vessels, four Italian, two 
American, two French, two EngUsb, one 
each from Hollaiud, ' Portnj^, /AuBbrla, 
Greece, Mexico and the Argentine Kepnblio 

The Grcnt Siberian Bnilway. 

St. Petersbdrq. July 25.— Work is to 
begin ~at the "western 'end- of tho great 
Siberian railway without delay. The first 
division, rnnning'from Tscheijaginsk, in the 
provincB of Orenbnrg^^ to Onuk, covering a 
distanoe of 787 versts, will be ready for use, 
it is hoped, in the latter part of tbe coming 
fall. The opening of this part of the xaUvray 
will be in all probability a great ' boon to 
Russia, as it passes thrnugh the Ural min- 
ing district, and touches tho famous grain 
district of Tobolsk. From the latter dis- 
tiictnUo are sent annually 400,000 head of 
cattle. Owing to bid roada, however, many 
of the oattlo aro lost and never reach their 
intended destination. Tho railroad, with 
its improved facilities, will give a great im- 
petus, it ia heliovcd, to the cuttle industry. 
The first Siberian division will give an out- 
let to a country covering 510,000 square 
versts, and containing about 1,300,000 peo- 
ple. Tho opening of this great road will bo

THE GOLD CUKE. 

It is Condemned by the Society for tlio Study 

of Iiiehriety. 

London, July 20,— Dr. Leslie K. Keoley 
has met with but indiflorent success in his 
clForts to popularize hja bichloride of gold 
«uro for alcoholism. At the recent meeting 
of the Society for the study of Liebriety., 
Dr. Norman Kerr, the president, spoke of 
Dr. Keeley's alleged " cure for inebriety," 
:aad commented on the fact thtvt the treat- 
ment hoid not been approved by medical 
men in tlio United States, and hud no 
standing there except as a money making 
institution. One of the most eminent 
English analysts had found it to consist of 
OL.'U per cent, water, G per cent, 
tjugar, C.I! per rent, mineral salts, and 
27.55 per cent, pure alcohol, Tho name 
under which it was advertised — " doiiblo 
chloride of gold" — tlio doctor said, was an 
imposition pure and simple, as the decoc- 
tion contained neither gold nor chlorides of 
iiny kind. The president added that aloo- 
liol taken in the usual way was likely to do 
pooplofar less harm than when imbibed as 
an ingredient of the "gold cure." Dr. J. 10. 
Usher, of Melbourne, Australia, concurred 
iu what Ur. Kerr had said, and added that 
Ilia own conclusions, after making a per- 
sonal investigation of the •!) wight institu- 



tion and its methods, were that the so 
called euro was no euro at all, and was cal- 
oulated to do more harm than good. A re 
solution was then proxiosed and unanimous 
ly adopted, expressing disapproval of the 
" gold cure," and of any other alleged cure 
for inebriety or anything else the composi 
tion of which is not disclosed.

The Quadra Disaster— Captain Gandin 
Exoueratcil— If eportH of Captains 
UeTercnx and Lewis. 



Arrival of the Umatilla, and the 'Long- 
sUoremen's Demands— Duproved 
Harbor Lights. 



In reply to tho telegrams from Ottawa re- 
questing an expression of opinion in regard 
to the (Quadra disaster, referred to in tho 
Colonist yesterday morning, tho Commis- 
sioners appointed to conduct tho enquiry 
have forwarded supplementary reports to 
the Deputy Minister of Marino under date 
of Monday last. 

Captain Dovereux, after reviewing and 
commenting upon tho evidence of Captains 
Walbran, Gaudin, Meyers, Urquhart and 
Bendradt, says : — 

" Then, after weighing all the evidence 
of tho ship's company, and that of tho ex- 
perts, I am of opinion that all duo pre- 
cautions were taken in navigating tho 
Quadra through Honaton Stewart channel, 
and that Captain Uaudin cannot be charged 
with culpable neglect or dereliction of duty 
while doing it ; because, if ho had oven 
stopped the engines to get necessary sound- 
ings, the lead would not have given him any 
intimation of the' danger ahead, and before 
the leadman could have hauled in the lino 
and got another cast of tho lead, the ship 
might have struck in a place where it has 
now been proved that the depth of water is 
sixty-six (UG) feet on each side of a sunken 
rock, which ivas not known to exist until 
the Quadra struck it. Therefore, it is my 
opinion that there was no moans of avoiding 
the disaster, if tho captain and those on tho 
lookout did not discover any indication — 
either by kelp, overpalls or broken water — 
of the existence of tho rock while running 
towards it, and this all tho witnesses 
positively swear they did not see. In fram- 
ing this opinion, I go entirely by the 
evidence before me, which 1 took verbatim, 
and in verifying some of it I have referred 
to tho 'British Columbia Pilot, 1888,' and 
Admiralty Cliart, No. 21GS." 

Capt. Lewis' opinion is contained in the 
following language : "It is my opinion and 
judgment that, taking in consideration that 
lately so many reefs have been found not 
laid down on the Admiralty charts, and it 
being tho first time that tho captain of the 
Quadra had been through tho Houston 
Stewart channel. Queen Charlotte Islands, 
he did not show good judgment and 
take proper prooantion in going through at 
the rate he. aid, and that at the rate of 
speed he could not.take proper soundings to 
ascertain whether' those 'laid down in the 
chart were correct.'' However, tho chart 
appears to be reliable, and the soundings 
are given with seeming accuracy, and as 
H.M.S. Hooatp, the surveying vessel, ac- 
cording to tho sailing directions, had 
steamed through said channel in 1862, and 
as there is- no kelp to mark tho existence of 
the I uv;k on which the Quadra atruek, I am 
of opinion that Capt. Gaudin should bo ex- 
onerated." 

The Dominion steamer Sir James Doug- 
las leaves to-day for Entrance Island, for 
tho purpose of putting in an improved lamp, 
manufactured by Chance Bros,, of Birming- 
ham. The lamp is known as a "fixed light 
of the 5th order," Tho trip will occupy 
some four or five days. 

Steamer Umatilla, from San Francisco, 
arrived in port yesterdSy afternoon, having 
aa freight for Viotoria 2M tons of general 
merrhandise, of which 49 tons are for Van- 
couver. It was feared for a while after the 
vessel came alongside tho wharf that some 
trouble was going to bo experienced owing 
to the 'longshoremen refusing to handle any 
freight unless promised fifty cents an hour 
for their work. This was settled, however, 
by the captain allowing them the extra ten 
cents. It is understood tho demand for 
more money was duo lo tho last three or 
four steamers having to call at Port Towns- 
end first before coming bere,.ond obtaining 
a sufiioient number of Townsend men to 
discharge tho Victoria cargo. 

Having received additional machinery 
yesterday to repair tho broken pump, Capt. 
Whitelaw is making preparations for "rais- 
ing the San Pedro '"^on Saturday next. 

Steamers Princes Louise and Barbara 
Boscowitz sailed for northern ports last 
evening, carrying with them several pasaen- 
gors and largo freights. The Boscowitz 
will as usual call at Vancouver on her way 
up and take on any passengers or freight 
going north from there. 

Bark Martha Fislior commenced dis- 
charging her cargo at R. P. Rithet's inner 
wliarf yesterday morning.

YANCOUYBR QUARANTINE. • 

To ran Editor ; — It is the practice, I 
boliovo, of the Vancouver uutlioritiea to 
quarantine those hailing irom Yiotoria, and 
all those who may have been in the anmo 
vessel or boat with such person. Tor in- 
stance, some goutlenien purchased in San 
I'rancisco, a short time ago, tickets by one 
of the " Kiiipreases," for pasaago to the 
Orteut. Tliey arrived, and stayed in Yio- 
toria a sliort tinio, where Mioy wore vaccin- 
ated, then took the train fer Nanaimo, and 
after twenty-four hours resulenco in that 
oily, passed over to Yanoouvcr 011 the regu- 
lar steamer from that port. On this reguUir 
steamer, in company with these English 
gentlemen, were other passengers from the 
city of Nauainio itself, one, -of wliom had 
all his household elTeot^ aboard, in tfeo act 
of trnnsforrliig his home from the coal city 
to that of the temporary terminus. These 
latter were uctu'lly prohibited from land- 
ing under the penalty of a 'auarontino for ft 
certain number of days aa auspocta, Tlio 
writer, a medical man, would like to know 
wliat manner of man A'ancouver [fosaesses as 
a health oHicer, Upon what hj^jothesis or 
medical reasoning or authority did ho ro- 
fuao to allow thoso Nanaimo people 
to land? I confcaa, that, if ho tias 
any material reason beyond that 
of keeping; his biU«t and drawing his pay, 
I should like to know ii, for iu Sunday's 
issue of the Victoria Uaily News, under the 
head of Vancouver Quarantine Corre- 
apondehce, 1 fiad ' the following : ' ' The 
Chief of Police and ihe Medical Health Offi- 
cer shortly afterwards paid a visit of inspec- 
tion " (to the quarantine). The latter rode 
up in a, ijuruti/," .... .. . . "Thoy Walked 

into each room and snuffed'thft air, remark- 
lug at the same -time, '"Ob' I yoii are all 
right, are you DofJ" ■ . 

Now, if thep« had been any jdanger of 
Nanaimo people spreading the infostioa by 
being fellow passengers on the same boat, in 
a fine, brceay current of air, with some Eng- 
lish tourists, who wero'fortunatc enough to 
visit a respectable city like Victoria, was 
not tho danger oi spreading the infection 
tenfold greater through the instrumoutnlity 
of tlio Medical Health olEcor and tho Chief 
of Police of Vancouver 1 What about the 
gurney, too? It would appear that their 
visit was made in their ordinary clothes, 
and tlikt they did not subject themselves to 
any disinfection, a.nA,'if their theory in cor. 
■ect, were criminaHy cureless in employing a 
public conveyance like a gurney to make the 
visit in. 

Now, Mr. Kditor, I cannot believe that 
tho Modical Health ^Officer of Vancouver 
places any faith in any such rot. If he has 
so advisotl tho authoritiea there i'o ought 
to be " fired " on -short notice, as incompe- 
tent. If he has advised them to tho con- 
trary and they wilfully persist in carrying 
out a system against his advice, then a com- 
mon self-respect, and if ho hna lost that 
since ho toolc up his residence in such bad 
company, then the respect lie owes to a 
noble profession, should direct him to ten- 
der his resignation. This is too apparently 
a case of spite and malice, hitherto, thank 
God, unchronicled in tho history of civil- 
ized life. It .is timojil think, for tho Pro- 
vincial Health tOfficer. to recommend a 
chnnsje similar to'that he lately eflected in 
Yiotoria.

OUR riSITOBS. 

The Mayor of Vancouver and hia fellow 
olliciala were, we hope, pleaaecl with their 
visit to Victoria. They must have found a 
' very diSbrent spirit .' prevaUini; among the 
people here from that whioh abtuates a large 
proportion of their fellow-citizens at home. 
They have seen, too, that Victoria is not 
the plague-atricken city which the howlers 
in Vancouver describe it to bo. Wo trust 
that they realize that it is really safer to 
walk the streets of this oity and to, live in 
it than it is just now to wander aTwut 
Vancouver and tcreside within its bound- 
ariea. It is ' to be hoped, by 
tho way, that tho health author- 
ities of that city will not see 
it to be their duty to put in force the qiiar- 
V ' .antine regulatidn in their case. The plea- 
sure of their visit to Viotoria will be spoiled 

'if they have to pay so heavy a price for it 
as fourteen days' imprisonment in that ele- 
gant and commodious place of sojourn, the 
Vancouver quarantine station. And yet wo 
cannot see how they are to be exempted. 
They have been in Victoria, and until thoy 
have been disinfected they are corrupted by 
the taint which the Vancouver city law de- 
clares that every one who has visited Vic- 
toria carries about with him, and which 
cannot be got rid of without four- 
teen days' imprisonment in the quarantine 
station. Thoy must see that the law can 
make no exceptions, and that if the quaran- 
tine is raised in their case it will- be absurd- 
ly unjust to enforce it in anyone else's.' 

The Mayor ond his friends, too, wil], we 
hope, take homo with them a good report 
of Mr. JuaticG Creaae. They will be able 
to ossure those meek and lowly Christiana, 
the reverends Maxwell and Pedloy, thab,his 
Lordship is not the Jefiferiea which .they be- 

-lieved him to be, but is as soft-spoken and as 

' mild-mannered* a gentleman as ever aat on 

■the Judges' Bench. 

NEIOHliORLY. 

New Weatminator has, ivo are glad to see, 
recovered from its fit of nervouanesa. Its 
authorities ace now that non-intercourse 
with Victoria was an extreme measure, the 
continuance of which is not justified by the 
circumstances. Tlie attitude of Nanaimo 
liae, it is probable, something to do with 
the atcp juat taken by New VVeatmiuater. 
It ia aeen that although Nanaimo hud not 
issued a decree of non-intercourse against 
Victoria it has, so far, completely escaped a 
visitation of the smallpox, and it is proba- 
ble tliat tho city authorities of tho Royal 
City came to tho conoluaion that the regu- 
lations which were cfTective in keeping tho 
smallpox out of Nanaimo would 1)0 e(|UuUy 
effective if adopted by Weatminator. As 
the corporation of the latter city had only 
' the preservation of the public health in 
view, thoy lost no time in doing away with 
tho quarantine regulation which is vexatious 
and annoying without being of any real 
benefit to their city. 

Tho citizens of Westminster have not ex- 
hibited that spirit of ill-will towards Vic- 
toria that' has been bat too apparent in 
Vancouver. They, therefore, at the earliest 
moment which thoy conaidcred prudent re- 
opened intercourse with this city. In doing 
this thoy have, we aeo, incurred tho dis- 
pleasure of their bad-tempered neighbor, 
;^^f:>,;wbich threatens to shut its. door.against 
them, too. The threat is an idle one. Tho 
preservation of Vancouver's health does not 
noWj.and never did, juatify her declaring 
non-intoraourae with Victoria ; and her busi- 
nosa intoroats have salTored from tho adop- 
tion of a policy of exclusion. For Vancouver 
to include Westminster in the deorea of non- 
iutorcourso will be cubticg oflf tier nosa to 
spite her face. If her City Council seta 
about stamping out the smallpox within her 
;.^JOWn borders intelligently and with a will, 
iPislie will find quite onougli to do without 
wasting her strength in worrying her 
neighbors. There ia no foarof Wcatminster 
being puuiahcd for her spontaneous act of ^ 



friendliness to Victoria. Her authorities 
have acted with good aenae and good feel- 
ing, and wo are very c;r^atly miataken if 
they will have cause to repent doing what 
was both right and neighborly. 

CONTEMPTUOUS RADICALS. 

It ia greatly to be feared that the Colon- 
ies will not be benefitted by. the change of 
Government, which must soon take place in 
Great Britain. Tho Liberal Conservativos 
always favored tho Colonics, while tho 
Liberals, particularly of late ycara, hated 
and despised them. The radical politicians 
looked upon tho colonies as a burden, and 
evidently , wanted to get rid of them. .They 
believed that Groat Britain would bo richer 
and more powerful without colonies tlmn 
with them. Mr. Labouchero ia a apecimon 
of the colony-hating Engliah politician, and 
ho may bo considered as voicing the opinions 
of tho section of the Liberal party to which 
he belongs. A little more than a year ago 
Mr. Labouohere, hi his paper Truth, spoke 
of Great Britain's colonial empire in the fol- 
lowing contemptuous \vay : 

" What I want to know.— Is England 
the better for her colonies "i Not a single 
brass farthing. On tho contrary, she would 
bo infinitely richer, infinitely, superinfln- 
itely, more respectable, moro respected, 
and, beyond all comparison, moro powerful 
without them. Why, the only one of the 
colonies she has had that is a feather in her 
cap is tho United States of America. This 
independent colony, because it is independ- 
ent, and great, and powerfulj and progres- 
sive, really ia a credit to the mother coun- 
try. But, as for the others, I don't see that 
wo get much credit out of them while they 
remain in a state of impotent (and perpet- 
ually squalling) babyhood, and if we get no 
credit out of thorn, 1 am sure wo get no 
cash. On tho contrary, wo are always be- 
ing compelled to put our liunda in our 
pockets on acoounc of these British bant- 
lingo, who will never be anything else but 
bantlings and ne'er-do-wells, till they learn 
to set up for themselves and run on their 
own legs." 1 ' 

Mr. Labouohere has been elected to Par- 
liament, and as he is an influential member 
of Mr. Gladstone's party it is more than 
probable that ho will soon bo a Cabinet 
Minister. What have tho colonics to ex- 
pect from men who hold the views respect- 
ing them that Mr. Labouohere, with aucb 
confident flippancy, expresses in the para- 
graph that we have quoted ? Nothing but 
snubbing and neglect. Lord Salisbury and 
hia Government hold the colonify in hi^h 
eateem, and are always ready to take their 
part and do wliut they can for them. But 
the indicationa are that it will bo very 
difi'erent with Mr. Gladstone and his Gov- 
ernment. ' 

Very different, indeed, from Mr. 
Labouohere'a sweeping denunciation of tho 
colonies, was Sir Edward Clarke's, Lord 
Salisbury's Solicitor - General, utterance 
with respect to the claim of supremacy over 
tho waters of Behring Sea preferred by the 
United States. This is what that acoom- 
pliahed lawyer and statesman said at Ber- 
mondsey in May laat : 

"There is no sea in tho world where 
British ships may not sail. Wherever the 
open sea ebbs and flows the flag of Great 
Briton .may wave over her sailors. For re- 
fusing to recognize the contention of the 
United States thot any sea could bo closed 
to British ships Lord Saliabury merit's the 
admiration of all loyal Englishmen." 

We arc not surprised that Sir Edward 
Clarke's -English audience cheered him en- 
thusiostioally when he uttered these words : 
" En£!liahmen still sing, 'Brittania Rules 
tho Waves,' " aa if they believed it. But 
Libouchere and bia school are all ao differ- 
ent; from Englishmen that it is liard to rea- 
lize that thoy belong to tho Anglo Saxon 
race. 

THE MERCHANTS' CONGRESS. 

A long notice of the discussion on Sir 

Charlea Tupper' a preferential dutiea reso- 
lution appeara in "Tho Colonies" artiolo of 
the London Timea. The leanings of the writer 
are conspicuously on the side of free trade, 
but he evidently understands the subject, 
and he writes of the great wheat-producing 
areas of the Dominion intelligently. After 
giving a clear and tolerably fair expoaition 
of tho views and arguments of the Do- 
minion's High Commissioner, the writer 
goes on to say : 

Tho diacuaaion of the whole aubjoct was 
unfettered and ample ; batteries of statis- 
tics were brought into play, and aoutiBient 
was freely poured out on tho meeting. But 
tliia representative assembly of nion having 
tlio greatest interest in the commerce of the 
Empire left no room for doubt aa to ita 
mind. By a majority which must bo re- 
garded aa crushing, tho congress decided in 
favor of froo trade as tlie only basis on 
which oommuroial relations can be estab- 
liehed between JOugland and the coloiiiea. 
On tho other side, iho colonies are told to 
try free trade witli the Mother Country us 
against tho rest of tho world, and the 
colonies answer, "No, follow our example 
and go in for protection." Neither aide ia 
disposed to move: tho solution of the diiii- 
culty, one way or the other, seema quite out 
of si^ht, andj therefore, if Imperial Federa- 
tion IS to be accomplished soon, it will not 
be upon commerce aa a basis. It may be 
Slid that the result ainjcd at ia of such vast 
moment that the Mother Country might at 
least m iko tho experiment in the direction 
deairod by tho colonies. But there ia 
hardly room for experiment here. The be- 
lief ia too widely entertained that the 
enormous increase of our commerce has been 
in the main duo to the fact that England is 
a vast froo port. If we pave up this posi- 
tion, if we tried piotcction for, B;iy, ten 



years, we might find out our mistake when 
it was too late, when our trade had been 
diverted in other direotiona in which pro- 
tective resistance was least. On tho other 
hand, free traders urge the colonies to try 
their plan, and see what would bo tho re- 
ault with universal free trade throughout tho 
Empire. If it did not unawer, then let the 
colonies revert to their old policy. Thoy 
would bo none the worao for tho experi- 
ment. Although one or two representative 
coloniats were in favor of tho policy, there 
la no doubt that colonial feeling is wedded 
to protectioniam. Tho truth ia that, as has 
been frequently pointed out, tho two parties 
to this question are in totally different po- 
sitions ; ono has reached tho top of the 
mountain, tho other is toiling up tho lower 
slopes ; tho aims and prospects of tho two 
appear to have little in common. 

The vote dooa not appear to ua to bo 
nearly so "crushing " aa it dooa to the free 
trade writer of the .Tiroes.. The minority 
was la'reio enough to b'e° respectable, which 
ia much more than many Engliah free 
traders expected and somo protectioniat 
Coloniats hoped. When tho strength and 
extent of the feeling in favor of unlimited 
free trade in Groat Britain are .^considered, 
and the coatemptuous way u* which tho 
advocates of free trade have been treated by 
the men who imagined that thoy had on 
their sido tho whole of tho intelligence and 
buaineaa ability of the Three Kingdoma, it 
was feared that a proposal ever' so slightly 
in favor of protection would be as nearly 
hooted out of the Congress as good taste 
and good manner's would permit. But this 
wag very far from being tho case. Tho 
argumenta in favor of preforeatial duties 
were attentively and respectfully hoard 
and replied to fully, courteously and tem- 
perately. Although tho great majority 
of British Chambers of Commerce were op- 
poaed to Sir Charles Tupper's scheme, the 
vote being 7 to 'A5, a good majority of Co- 
lonial Clianibera favored tho preferential 
tariff. Thia is how tho Colonial Chambera 
voted : 

For. Against. 

Canada 19 2 

Australasia 2 9 

South and West Africa ....... 5 

West Indies 4 1 

India ^nd the East. I 

Total Colonial rote 28 20 

Considering that the subject has only 
uat been mooted, and that the business 
men of the Empire have h^d very little time 
to think it over and diacusa it, we are, in 
fact, a little aurprisod to see so many vot- 
iuf; in favor of preferential trade. We are 
quite sure that when Sir Charles Tupper's 
proposition is better understood the oppo- 
sition to it will bo much weaker not only 
in Australasia, but in Great Britain itself. 
Movements like thia take time to grow.

The second was when a 
doctor camo on board and told us that, having 
walked through an infected city, it would bo 
necessary fur us to ho vaccinated. So wc 
submitted as gracefully as po.ssible, and 
from my veins was drawn the lirat blood for 
the good of the country. We arrived here 
thia evening, somewhat fatigued after our 
long journey, but glad to bo again: among 
our old-time friends."

A Nombor of Notable Oll'enders Convicted 
in Belgium and Heavily 
Sentenced. 

LlEOE, July 2G.— The trial of fifteen 
Anarchists, accused of dynamite outrages 
immediately after May Ist last, was con- 
olude4i to-day. Of tho fifteen prisoners, 
Naniot, Beduin, Charles Ja^^es, Berry, 
Hensch and Sohebach we're acquitted. Tho 
rest were found guilty on nearly all tho 
counts and received unexpectedly aevero 
sentencea. Moneau, who coufeased 
that ho was the autlior of an 
attempt to blow up the house 
of Councillor Rinson, because the latter 
pronounced sentences against Anarchists, 
waa condemned to 2.") years penal servitude. 
Boaujain, a painter, who helped to got the 
bombs which were used in the explosion of 
the 22nd, and Wolil'e, wdio was implicated 
in tho same job, were aontencod to torma of 
20~ years each. Lacroix and Nosscut, 
directly responsible with Beaujain for tho 
same explosions, and an agitator named 
Mariotty, were sentenced to 15 year terms, 
Ranscn to ten years and Matthe.V8on, a 
manufacturer's son, who was one of tho re- 
ceivers of cartridges stolen from the Kalneuf 
milts, to a three years' term.

GUILTY OF CONTEMPT. 



Vancouver Oflicials Proven on Their 
Ovni Evideuco to Have Dis- 
obeyed the Injunction, 



But They Did It Through Ignorance 
and Because Incorrectly Advised 
by Their lawyers. 



They Are Now to Obey the Order and 
Pay Costa Licurred by 
TheirBreach. 



Standing room was at a premium at tho 
Assize Courtrooni,ye«terdayinorDiDgatll;'30 
o'clook, when Hta ' lordship, Mr. Justice 
Crease, came upon tho bench to hear what 
tho Vancouver oflicials had to say to tlio 
charge of contempt of court preferred 
against tliem. There was plenty of room 
inside tho railing, tliough, aa no one vWaa 
allowed in .thece.except officers of the court, 
counsel, newspaper repreaentativea, and the 
defendants. Mr. E. V. Bodwell appeared, 
with Mr. II. D. Ilehnckon, for the C. P. N. 
Co., while Hon. C. E. I'ooley, Q.C., and Mr. 
A. E. Mcl'hillips ropresonted tho defence. 

Before tho merits of tho ca.60 were gone 
into, Mr. Bodwell drow attention to tho 
wording of the writ of attachment on tho 
atrength of which the defendants had been 
taken into custody. It culled upon them to 
appear to answer to tho charge of contempt 
of court, as well ua to answer to any other 
charges which might then be made against 
them. This being the. case, he wiahed to 
read aome farther affidavita ho had Bearing 
on the'subject. 

Hon.^Mr. Pooloy objected on tho ground 
that the usual notice of such artidavits had 
not been given. Mr. MoPhillips, . however, 
admitted service of copies '.of' theirij bnti 
after some argument, it woa decided first t6 
hear what defendants had to say; jr • , 

Hon. Mr. Pooloy then read an fiffidavit 
made by Mr. Hammersley reciting the facts of 
the case from hia atandpointi.- .'It'vSet forth 
that when he had been advised.by tHegraph 
that the injunction of July 13 had been is- 
sued to restrain tho city of Vancouver from 
interfering with the landing of passengers, 
he, as representing the city of Vancouver, 
had at once consulted a "leading counsel" 
in the Province (.\Ir. Richards), and had by 
him been advised to obey tl>o order. Ur. 
Herald was, thereupon, at a special meeting 
of tho City Council, appointed Local Health 
Officer, under the Provincial regulations, 
and had since acted in that capacity with- 
out being under the control of the city au- 
thorities in any way. He (Mr. Hammersley) 
had not seen tho amended injunction of 
July 16, until July 25, and was 
not aware of its contents except 
80 far as ho was advised 
thereof by a telegram from Mr. McPhillips, 
which did not mention tiio words, " or 
after landing," which were added to the in- 
junction. Ho contradicted certain state- 
ments made in the afiiduvit of Capt. Rud- 
hn, as to the part he had taken at the trial 
and when the passengers from the steamer 
were about to land. If there had been any 
disobedience of the order of the court, such 
disobedience had been unintentional, and 
the city authorities were acting on what 
they considered was good advice. In con- 
clusion, be expressed his respect for the de- 
crees of the. court, and liis earnest desire 
and wpUDgiiegsiio. obey,; and araist in the 
enforcement' of eiriy orosr the court might 
h^ plens«d to make. 

Inspector Huntley's affidavit, in the samo 
strain, was also read. It contained a istvf 
additional particulars, however. Ho 
(Huntley) had received a telegram from the 
Health OfKcer of Seattle saying that they 
were about to declare a quarantine against 
Victoria, and asking Vancouver to co- 
operate. In reply, he, wired "will co-operate 
heartily and qnarantine against Victoria' 
this morning." The qharahtine was then 
declared. ^ ■ • y^. • 

An affidavit, swom'^JuIy"' 21 'by.Mayor 
Cope, was also read. It set forth' 'the' fact 
that it would ba very inconvenient indeed 
for him to attend at the court to answer to 
the charge of contempt. He, therefore, 
prayed the indulgence of the Court, and 
promised to do all in bi« power to carry out 
any decrees which the Court might make, 
and to assist to the best of his ability in 
enforcing its orders. 

Other affidavits presented wero sworn to 
by Dr. Herald, City Clerk McGuigan, C. P. 
R. Freight Agent Harry Connou, Dr. W. 
J. McGuigan, Drs. Brydone-Jack, Thomas, 
Wilson and others. The only additional 
matter of interest was brought out in Dr. 
Herald's declaration, which set forth as a 
fact that any passengers who wished to land 
at Vancouver from tho steamer had been 
permitted to do so, but on landing they had 
been quarantined. He said further that, to 
the best of his knowledge and belief, he 
'had not caused or procured the disobedience 
-of any- order of the Court, -and-had— merely 
acted as best he could' in the iatetcBls uf 
thepublio health. "V ^ 

Hon. Mr. Pooley, in summing up the 
evidence; argued that no blame could attach 
in any way to any of the officials charged 
with contempt of Court. The order of Jul^ 
13 had been obeyed, and there was no evi- 
dence to 'show that they were aware they 
had been disobeying tho amended order of 
July If), so that if they had done so, such 
disobedience was entirely unintentional. 
Mr. Ham morsley had only acted as solicitor, 
and could not bo blamed for anything he 
had done in that capacity, while so far us 
Mayor Cope was concerned, his name was not 
used in connection with the alleged disobedi- 
ence of the order of tho Court, in any way. 
Concluding, ho read an affidavit by Dr. 
Morrison to tho tlio effect that Victoria was 
" infected with a pestilential disease," and 
that thero were 5G cases of BUiallpox-in tho 
city on ,July l.'i. 

Mr. Bodwell, in reply, said he had a 
number of atlidavits which ho had proposed 
to read, but in view of the fact, that by the 
evideuco of the defendiints^themselvcs tlierc 
had been a clear diiiobcdienco of the order 
of the couit, he deemed it unnecessary to 
present any furllior evidence. Whether 
tho injunction could be sustained on an ap- 
peal to the full court was not the ques- 
tion. It did not make any dilfer- 
ence, the fact being that tho order 
had been made, and it should be obeyed 
whether it was right or wrong, until such 
times a? it vvould bo sot aside. Defendants 
now alleged that they did not intend to dis- 
obey thb orjdep.i-'He could not see how any 
such construction could be ploiccd upon 
their action. He had only token tho pro- 
ceedings ho did after allowing them the 
fullest opportunity for appeal, etc., but 
they had taken no stops to have the order 
Bot aside by going to a higher court. Still, 
the most charitable view that could bo 
taken of tho ofTeuco was that the order of 
tho Court had been disobeyed from an error 
of judgment, and if Hio Lordship would 
take that view of tho matter, he (Mr. Bod- 
well), as counsel for tho plaintifTs, did not 
wish to press the matter any further. He 
would be content, under the oiroumstanoes, i 



if the learned Judge would decide that they 
had been guilty of contempt through error 
of judgment, and would make tho usual 
order purging them from contempt on piy- 
mont of costs incurred through breach of tho 
injunction, obedience being of course en- 
joined. 

His Lordship in giving judgment said : — 
" Do not understand from any obs6rvatioha 
that I am about to make now, that I at all 
wish to.interfere with the right of access to 
the Court of' Appeal, but would rathor 
faoilitate that access, in regard to tbo 
validity of the judgment which I have 
already previously delivered,- Mid which has 
been published, if I remoinber rightly, in 
tho public press. I have thought carefully 
over th« matter, aa a nuu would naturally 
bo expected to under all the oircum- 
stances of tho case. I myself need not say 
to those who have known mo for .10 and ;!i5 
years here, that I have no personal interest 
ia the matter directly or indirectly, except 
in so far as every judge has a desire, and an 
earnest desire, to soo jjho law carried 
out — that and notliiug else. And I 
need not say that I have carefully 
examined into tho matter upon my own de- 
cision, with that Bonso of responsibility 
which the circumstances surrounding have 
naturally iinposed upon mo : and I hopo I 
have done it, not only wisely, but also, I 
hopo, conscientiously. And I desire to state, 
aa clearly us words can express it, that 1 
have no doubt whatever in my own mind of 
the accuracy and legal effect of the judgment 
whicli I have already delivered with regard 
to the quarantining of tho persons that have 
been quarantined, and sought to be ([uaran- 
tincd, when roHching Vancouver on the 
steamer. Tho authorities there have taken 
upon themselves really Dominion duties. 
They have infringed upon tho Dominion 
rights of quarantiDOi They have in- 
fringed to a certain extent, prao- 
ticalty, upon commeree, because thoy 
have really .practically. , shut, the door 
which opens the only acceis that there Is 
from the whole of Vancouver Island to the 
entire Dominion. , The;enly way in whicli 
it could otherwise iiave been approached 
would have been down .through Son Pran- 
"oisoo-i-I k'now"of "no other way in 'tvhich the 
travelling public cpald -have; gotten to it. 
Now, .that .was not contempb.ted .by the 
gentlemen at all. l am satisfied now from 
.the affidavits that such a result has not 
been in tho contemplation of the authorities 
thero in Vancouver who have been acting 
in this matter. I believe that they have 
been acting most conscientiously in it; but 
as I believe, also, they have been ill-advised 
in doing so, and — I say that advisedly — 
erroneouBly advised. Now, that I believe to 
be really and truly tho case. Aud, acting 
under that impression, lionestly — and hon- 
est advice, I have no doubt, in fact I am 
quite sure, honest advice, but erroneously 
given — under that, I think, they have mmle 
a very grave and serious mistake. And I 
think the day will coma when no man of 
judgment, intelligence and honesty of char- 
acter will fail to see and recognize tho fact 
that the judgment by which tho injunction 
was issued was a right and correct one ; aud 
I think that these gentlemen (tho officials) 
two years heuco, when all these other mat- 
ters will have died away, will confirm in 
their own judgments tho order that wus 
made as being correct and right aud the 
right thing for the whole country and com- 
munity. : . .'- 

" Now I would yield to no one in the de- 
sire to see that the Health Act should bo 
carried out in its utmost integrity ; 
that, if neccsairy rigoiouj examinations, 
and a rigorous constructiou according to tho 
necessities of the case should bo qivea to 
that act. And the injunction, if you will 
take the troublo to read it, and if tho 
learned and worthy gentlemen who think 
they have been sufiering from it would but 
take it aud read it quietly to themselves, 
I think they would see that there is nothing 
{a It at tho end there which would pre- 
vent the clearest and most distinct exami-. 
nation and the most cautious examination 
that humanity is capable of, as to whether 
there is a reasonable suspicion of smallpox 
being thereafter developed. If they wero 
in' doubt about itj in any particular case, 
that' doubt' iteelfmigbt'^orM^ 
for the incarceration — isolation (I would not 
use such a word as incarceration) — isolation 
of the person examined. Then there is 
nothing to prevent every single person, if 
there are a hundred or a thousand, ooming- 
by ship to that port, from :<behag ^eraonally 
inspected, and all the ^i/ecets'aiy time taken 
for that. But, accordlng-to-toe affidavits 
nit thoy are delivered to_tne,.and as I be. 
lieve them on the whole to mean, the prac- 
tical result hero wus one not at all contem- 
plated by those gentlemen themselves. That 
is, practically preventing passengers from 
going at all into that-port. It stopped tho 
through traffic from that part of the Em- 
pire. That was the practical result, al- 
though it was a result not desired by them, 
probably. 

" When this matter was before moon a 
previous occasion, during one of tho discus- 
sions before the Court where I presided, 
it wus said, I think by Mr. McPhillips, who 
is always listened to with great attention 
here by every Judge belonging to the 
bench— he produced a yellow paper and'I 
asked him what it and he said it-was'a 
request from-^Vanoouver that their byjlaiv 
should not^^'bei touched. It 'read, 'pray 
save our By-law,'-:or'8omething of that kind. 
That' was the efieettof it ; and I immedi- 
ately; coDaideced that and I looked carefully 
into their b^-law additionally, and I ob- 
served that it contained all the germs and 
all tho substance of a good health by-luw, 
and enabled them to do all that tho la* 
would permit them, in my opinion, to do, 
to stop, detain and examine all persona, and 
so on, and with the object — I do not qu')te the 
exact words, except from memory, with 
tho object of preventing tho spread of con- 
tagion in Vancouver. Now, thero ia nothing 
in that injunction at all which prevented 
that hy-Iaw from being fully cirried out, 
each person being thoronglily examined, 
and if there was any real cause, any juat 
ground of any kind— just ground of sunpi- 
cion of infection likely to be developed into 
smallpox, to detain and isolate that person 
until there was an absolute certainty to 
deal with. And that remains now, at this 
moment ; and that power is clear. Hut 
they luive no power to stop a whole ship ; 
thoy have no power to nuiko a wlioleaalu 
allegation that persona \v\\a laud must go 
into ijuiiruntine. Tliat statement was not 
only made to the men themselves, as is 
showu by the affidavit of Captain Rudlin, but 
was said to tho passongersbysome gentleman 
in authority, and to each of tho passengers 
themselves as thoy came to tho side of tho 
ship for tho purpose of clearing it, 

" Thero nro other reasons with which I 
will not trouble you now, but I have men- 
tioned enough to show and'satisfy '°yoa all, 
everyone I hope, that the injunction itself 
is basedj upon . a <d&aisibn whioh'iriirstand 
the test' of the Coiirt* of Appeall,' TN'ow, T 
am desirous as a jnatiSoatioh of this court, 
for I leave out the idea of personality, that 
this matter should go to a Court of Appeal 
and thero ba settled by other judges than 
myself. Tho judges among thi'msclvci nro 
not in any way connected with each other, 
although associating closely together, 
because when wo expect a mat- 
ter tr> go to appeal, whilo we 
talk freely of matters with which ib is 
our duty to deal, wo live in a certain state 



of mental isolation with regard to matters 
that coma to appeal. This is drawn out 
from me now by the circumstances of this 
capo, but I dare say it will be a subject of 
satiafaotioii to all ihoao who will havo re- 
course to the other judges to teat the 
accuracy of my own judgment. 

" Now having said that and taken up a 
good dealbf .your:'time fair 'which I crave 
your pardon,'f win addreiw myself to tho 
gentlemen whom I. hjave. now the honor of 
seeing here. If,' as you gentlemen express 
in your affidavits— if jl may address you 
personally— you'' desire 'to, , obey the in-, 
junction jii^drHha ^dee^^'of. tiik CQurt iintil it- 
shall be set iiW^l vrlll limili. yoa'to that' 
time if Tou plOTiie-^until it jhdL he, saidj 
by the Coiirt of Apne'al whether : my ' judg- 
ment shall he sustained or not, ond then 
you, aa is invariably tho case, pay the coats 
hitherto, I should be very ready and will- 
ing to let you go perfectly free from this 
tinio, And whilo I should do that, i 
should ulso desiro to add, whether you ac- 
cept it or not, that I am perfectly satisfied 
that thero ia not a single gentleman that 
has dealt with tho matter but bus dealt 
witli it through a strong scnao of duly and 
a strong scuso of honor, and with a desire 
to maintain the dignity of tho court, al- 
though their action may no doubt havo 
caused iuconvonicnco to you gentlemen, and 
it becomes my duty to carry out tho order 
of tho court on this occasion. Now, if you 
think it right, confer among yourselves, or 
if your counsel are prepared to deal with it 
at uuco/in that spirit, I shall ho prepared to 
do so. What say you, Mr., Pooley f 

^Ir. Pooley ; I understand this is Xour 
Lordship's decision ? ^ 

His Lordship : This is my decision. 

^Ir. Bodwell That the parties, now hav- 
ing made tho at&teinents, thoy should bo 
discharged ,on paying the coats ? 

His Lordship : They should be discharg- 
ed, because they are purged of the con- 
tempt.- They have shown, which is greatly 
to their honor, that, despite any oxcite- 
nicnt and their own feelings, which they 
might riG;htfiill}^ .;eiitertain, they havo 
certainly conie at bnoe and shown, with 
great personal inconvenienoB_to,.themaolvcs, 
their desire to abide'by 'tlTot'law. That at 
once sets them right and drives away any 
dottbt that might otherwise have arisen aa 
to.their coming. 

Mr. Bodwell : They nro to pay the costs 
incurred by the breach of tho injunction, 
the order, and of the 'application ? 

His Lordship : Tho ordinary form, yes, 
sir, that ia my order. I would adviao you 
to be quick iu what you say and do, because 
the smallpox will soon bo gone. 

Mr. Bodwell ; Tho order ia made, your 
Lordship. • ' 

His Lordship: It is. 

Mr. Pooley : On behalf of tho parties I 
represent I will say that so far oh they are 
concerned they do net admit that they havo 
been in contempt, as has been decided here 
by Your Lordship, and they ilo not consent 
to that arranceniont. ' 

His Lordship : I am not asking that they 
should consent. 

Tho court then adjourned.

-"dtscovered that the backers at that meet- 
ing decided to reduce salaries of players 
materially all around and at once. The 
resolution to restrict each club to only 
thirteen players was a very small part o£ 
the plan of retrenchment. By the whole- 
sale shaving down of salaries did they de- 
cide to work out their financial Balvation 
principally. 

To the nian of the commercial business 
world it may seem strangs to read about 
stated siiliirics stipuintcd in written con- 
tracts being reduced in medio res without 
mutual consent. But mutual consent in 
this caso is obtained by force. At least it 
is Ilobson's choice witli tlie ball players. 

The plan of operation is cijibraced in a 
written agreement wliich was signed by 
tho twelve clubs and placed in President 
Yoimg's hands for safe keeping, and as a 
state secret. This instrument pledges each 
club to keep hands oil any player (or all 
tho players) whom any club of the twelve 
mny at any time rehiaso for the purpose of 
eiTectiDg a reduction in salaries. Ordina- 
xily thexeleose of a |bigh' priced, valuable 
player would not bo a hardship to him in 
midseason whin more than one other club 
needs his services so much that he could 
•easily secure a larger salary elsewhere. 
Bat under this signed pledge a release now 
ineans"a boycott, for beyond the twelve 
clabs: of tho ' National league there is no 
'Other in the country in a position to offer 
.lihn half the salary he has been drawing. 

The plan provides for a general pool of 
all players who refuse to accept tlie cut. 
Under their contracts the players cannot 
.be reduced in salaries savo by consent, but 
they can be released at tho option of the 
clnb. Once released they go into a pool 
and nro assigned by President Young at 
the reduced .salaries to somi) other one of 
,. the twelve clubs, and with that club they 
must play at tho price named or remain 
idle without income. 

It is tho clearest kind of a case of "heads 
I win, tails you lose." 

President Day announces that every 
member of the Now York club has been 
scaled in salary and that every one has ac- 
-cepted. The great and renowned Buck 
Ewing is said to have been tho first to take 
■iihe "gaff," and he did it with a nfeekness 
'that was almost Christiahlike. , The $10,000 
prize,' John Cldrkson, was another of the 
-tearly.martyts ' iu the js^od cause, and the 
'bitife is to, be used nniveisally save among 
•the' members of one team and upon those 
few who have perscmal, guaranteed con- 
.tracts. Among'the latter.class are Char- 
ley Bennett, of the Bostons; Roger Conner, 
of the Philndelphiasj Daniel Kichardson, 
of the Washingtons; Captain Ward, of tlio 
Brooklyns, and Charles Coraiskey, of tho 
~- Cinciniiatis. 

The one exception among the twelve 
teams is tlie Brooklj-ns. Wlien the Brook- 
lyus signed their players last spring it was 
to contracts which called for a modest re- 
duction from the war prices of the year 
previous. Tlie.so cuts were crjualized, and 
no player of the number assigned to Brook- 
lyn was favored more tlian another. It re- 
quired hard work to bring the members of 
the team down in subinissiim to the cut, 
but they finally all surrendered save two — 
Haddock and Lovett. Tho former, after 
holding off nearly two months, at ii loss of 
$800 salary. Anally signed. Tlio other is 
still kicking against tho fates at a sacrifice 
of nearly twelve dollars a day. 

It is this team which is now excluded 
. from the general ciit of salaries. The 
Brooklyn Pooh Bali, Mr. A. ^.-Abell, ouys 
ha will Btadd. by every contract as he made 
It lost sprIng,'Bhd<if at' the'end of this 
season he comes out loser he will make an- 
other reduction when his men are signed 
for next year. 

It certainly smacks of revolution to read 
about a wholesale reduction of baseball 
salaries in midseason. How the situation 
has changed in one short year! All through 
'.1890 and 1S!)1 the star players sat upon the 
throne, and llie magnates fell before them 
and ki.«sed the dust from their feet and 
laid "tho dust" at tlieirfeet. 

When the Jovcliko Buck lOwing left his 
home in Cincinnati in tlie early jiart of 
18(M) and started for the east the telegraph 
flashed the news to New York. Imme- 
diately agents from several clubs went to 
meet him. He w.as roosting on tho liigb- 
esc perch. At the hotels the magnates 
sent tludr cards to him and waited meek- 
ly their t urns to bo ])erniitt I'd to go up to 
his parlor and bid for his ini'stimable 
service. Lol a change! Today tho mag- 
nates say to -Mr. B\ving, "Your ealary is 
too high, ond you must take just what we 
think we can give you." There are no 
cards, no parlor and no advonce agents. 
The magnates are on tho throne and tho 
'Stars are osculating at the steps thereof. 
..No reasonable maa who has knowledge 
•of the financial conditions 'of tho baseball 
business will doubt the statement that this 
jCtesarean measure to preserve tho life of 
"the game is necessary. Salaries are on tlie 
.average 80 per cent, higher than they were 
before the wars of 18'JO and bV.)l, whereas 
^ho general attendance has fallen off fully 
30 per cent, from what it was in 1SS9. But 
•one club of the twelve has m;»le any money 
this season, and most of them are far be- 
hind in expenses. 

A continuation of these unfortunate cir- 
cumstances would surely result in base- 
ball bankruptcy. !Many of tho more sen- 
sible players have tho l)rains to see and 
acknowledge thedaiiger to their profession, 
jmd it is their readiness to meet tho i.ssu(! 
which compels the selfl.sh and shortminded 
1 members of tho various teams to fall in 
with tho general retreat to lower and rca- 
•eonable salaries. 
.. . . When, tho second championship season 
* hef^SiB, on the 15th inst., there is a chance 
that the twfilve club league will be in a 
much better condition tovmcet its, pbliga- 
tlonfffrom the olubs' treasuiies, instead of 
being forced to pull tho money from the 
pockets of the various backers. In that 
way alone can bascbrdl in. tho largo cities 
bo maint.aincd as n business. 

Every city, town or hamlet which has its 
pride centered upon a locid club is interest- 
ed in seeing the twelve club league work 
out its salvation; for if the big league 
should go to iiicces there would be nothing 
left of tho minor leagues but recollections 
and debts. O. P. Caylob.

The Opera In M'liich 9lllo. Delua Ilns 
Aclilovctl "l^uuie. 
Tho whirligig of tiinu brings many queer 
changes, and in some cases sweet revenge 
as well. In 18(53, at the Theatre L^Tirjiip, 
Paris, there was ])roduced an opera called 
"Les Troyens." It was the favorite work 
of Hector Berlioz, tho composer of tho 
famous "Damnation of Faust." It was a 
flat failure,~''aQd even its magniflcent pre-

sentation failed to save it. It was revived 
a short tiuu; ago at tho Opera Comique, 
Paris, and has created a furor in musical 
circles. This would seem to indicate that 
Berlioz ivius "a quarter of a century in ad- 
vance of tlio time," as he almost prophet- 
ically said. 

Much of tho present success of tho opera 
is du',! to Mile. Dolna, a girl but seventeen 
ye;ir.i (,f ago, to whom was intrusted tho 
i;'.i|'nf;ant role of Dido. Her work has 
l)een praised by tho most hypercritical of 
tho Parisian musical writers, and from 
tho unknown singer of a if ew weeks ago 
she has come to bo regarded as a great 
artist. , . 

Tho revival of "Les Troyens," flue to 
the society founded in Paris for tho doitblo 
purpose of rendering the chief works of the 
unpublished music in France and of creat- 
ing n new artistic center for the works ol' 
contemporaneous musicians, ha^ been most 
successful. The society has been success- 
ful beyond tho expectations of its most 
sanguine projectors. In 1.S90, at the Odeon, 
tho "Beatrice and Benedict" of Berlioz 
was given. One year later it -gave at the 
Trocadero the celebrated oratorio of Han- 
del, "Israel in Egypt," and last .Tanuar3' it 
rendered ono of tho principal works of Se- 
bastian Bach, tho oratorio of "ChristnuLS 
Eve." Already there is some discussion of 
the feasibility of conducting suchan organ- 
ization in tho United .States, and it is not 
improbable that the experiment may bo 
made next year on a limited scale. 

Tho second act of "Tho Trojans" is con- 
sidered tlie best. It contains a grand duet 
between -;Eneas and Dido. The la3t scene 
of that act is described as "palpitating and 
trembling with tho sobs and blasphemies 
of Dido." 

Slajor Uomo's Fast Illile. 
Major Dome, tho great horso that was a 
close second to Montana in the Suburban 
handicap, distinguished himself again tho 
other day bj- winning a mile at the Sheeps- 
head Bay track in Im. 39 ."i-Ss., which is 
said to be the fastest time for tho distance 
ever made over a ciroilar course. Racine, 
however, hos arecord of Im. 3!)j'^s., made 
at Chicago, but many horse owners ques- 
tion the accuracy of tho time. Salvator's 
world's record, 1:35)4, was made on tho 
straight track at Sdonmouth park, N. J.

Sweet Kovonco In tlio Sliiii)o of Flats for 
Wuiiicii Only. 

Tho ordinary boarding housekeeper 
lias for fifty years been tho terror of 
wage earning women. If she took tho 
woman boarder ut all, sho did it with 
such a givo-hiin-a-cold-potato-and-let- 
liim-go air that thu working girl felt 
painfully her helplessness. She was 
made to understand that men were in 
all cases preferred to her and that if 
men could bo had to fill the landlady's 
room's the landlady would not hesitate 
a moment about turning the girl into 
tho street. It seemed in truth that the 
boarding housekeeper was tho natural 
enemy of her own sex. Well, the tables 
are being turned now.' "Working women 
have at last found a way to circumvent 
tho enemy. Blessed bo tho man who in- 
vented flats and tho moder^ apartment 
house! Working women, from those in 
literature and art to those who are 
clerks in stores and employees in facto- 
ries, have found out that by putting 
their little funds together from two to 
four of them can rent a flat of their 
own and havo that which every 
natural woman's heart yearns for, 
a, 'home^ with or withont - a man 
in iti'as the caso may be, but in any 
event a home. Girls havo discovered 
that thoy havo only to keep good na- 
turcd, do as they would bo dono by, 
and not let their tongues wag too freely, 
and thoy can livo together in happiiioss 
and hannony and make for themselves 
tho daintiest, brighiesfc of homes. Every 
year by the hundreds thoy aro deserting 
tho fox'bidding old boarding house, where 
thoy wero only tolerated, not welcomed, 
and taking little flats and making homes. 
Bless'them, how thoy do enjoy it! - They 
can have their friends come to see thein, 
they have their owi pass keys and go 
and como as they please, and no spiteful 
gabblo assails their oars. These hard 
working, self respecting women always 
paj' their rent and aro neat, businesslike 
and quiot. And now comes in tho sweet 
rovcnge. It is coming to bo that if 
house agents can rent flats to respect- 
able working women they prefer them 
greatly to families or bachelors. They 
do not smolce or have noisy beer drink- 
ing parties, and they do not wear out 
stairs and woodwork. In London build- 
ers who SCO the signs of tho times are 
constructing apartment houses "for wo- 
men only." lu New York an agent 
thinks himself very lucky if ho can fill 
a flat house with* refined, quiet women 
who earn their own liWng and mind 
their own busines.s. 

It is a sign of the times that a woman's 
free trade club, tho "lyanoes Cleveland 
club," has been started in New York by 
Mrs. Mary Frost Ormsby. Sarah E. 
Fuller, tho engraver, is secretary, and 
tlie Marquise Lanza, Dr. William A. 
Hammond's daughter, is chairman of 
the executive committee. These women 
aro in earnest and thoy intend to havo 
similar clubs established all over the 
country this summer, to induce men to 
vote for Cleveland and free trade. Tho 
foundation principlo of tho clubs is op- 
position to the McKinley tariff, because 
in the jadgment of these ladies that 
tariff increitdes prices of necessities and 
makes life harder for poor people. Tho 
attention of Ito. Ormsby v.-aa first 
called to this question when sho wont 
among tho Italian women last year to 
persuade them to help in tho World's 
fair. She foxmd them poverty stricken 
and staggering under a burden of taxes 
on imports. Finally Mrs. Ormsby be- 
came a free trader. On tho other hand, 
when, somo time (;inco, I brought this 
question of protection or free trade up 
for discussion in a class of Cincinnati 
ladies, who wero leamirig parliamentary 
usage, I found that only ono of tho 
whole number wont in for free trade, 
that, too, although her husband was a 
Republican. I rejoice that women be- 
gin to havo "views" on the tariff ques- 
tion. The}' are naturally bettor ccono- 
mist.s than men and tho timo is coming 
when their Judgment in national econo- 
mies will be needed and asked iov. 

One person, a young lady, is courage- 
ous enough to criticise tho voice of Mrs. 
Kendal, tho British actress who knows 
it all. Tho young lady is Lily Ilollings- 
head, granddaughter of tho veteran 
actor, James E. Murdoch, and herself a 
platform reader. Miss Hollingshead pro- 
nounces Sirs. Kendal's voice thin and 
poor in tho upper register and monoto- 
nous in tho lower register. Sho further 
declares Fanny Davenport to have tho 
best voice of any woman wlio upiicar;; 
on tho slago in America today. 

Mrs. Lena Sittig, of Brooklyn, has in- 
vented a waterproof cloali: called the 
"Duck's Back." It is made of a storm 
cloth iirepared without any rubber about 
it, and is so ingeniously arranged that :i 
lady's skirts cannot possibly come in 
contact with mud and rain, since they 
. i n covered underneath as well as out- 
side. 

In England it is not very uncommon 

for women to serve as vestrymen in tho 
Episcopal church, but in America it is 
an innovation wliich soinohalf fo.ssilizcd 
Episcopalians regard v.-ith horror. Why? 

That is a good, helpful plan adopted 
by tho Mississippi AVoinan's Legion of 
Iiultistr}-. Somo years ago this legion 
was forinod to enable ^Mississippi wom- 
en to make progress in Tarious ways of 
making a living, so they might better 
meet the new demands that have como 
on thorn since tho war. A bureau of 
education was ono department of the 
legion, and this branch established an 
industrial institute and college. Ever 
since then tho college has had its hands 
full training young women of tho state 
to "teach, typewrite, r(!port, keep books, 
cut, drapo, sew, etc." Tho enterprise 
has been crowned with success, and tho 
demand for trained girls in various oc- 
cupations is growing. Tho college is pro- 
pared no^v to supply such demand. Tliis 
1^ how women inuj help uuo another. 

Tho girls iiro taking so many prizes 
from young men in every brancli of 
learning in which tho two come iu com- 
petition that it is no wonder tho boys 
are oppun^d to coeducation. Ono can 
understand why they aro so. How 
about that gray matter theory?

Wisdom of the Arraiigfcineiit ivi Regard 
to Isolating: Suspects 
Illustrated; 



The remains of the late Premier, Hon. 
Jno, Robson, arrived here, last evening, 
from London, Eng., and on Thursday 
afternoon at 2 o'clock will be interred in the 
Robs Bay oometery.^ Owing to the lateness 
of the hour at which the steamer arrived, 
there were not many down to meet the 
party on their sad home-coming, except u 
few intimate friends, including Hon, 
Theodore Davie, Hon. J. H. Turner, and 
Hon. D. W. Higgins. The casket contain 
ing the body was, shortly after the arrival 
of the boat, taken across -James Bay to the' 
late Premier's residence, where it .will 
remain until the funeral. 

Mrs. Robaon and Miss Lizars, who were 
in London with the deceased, were mot at 
Montreal by Mr. Jos. Hunter. M.PP., and 
Mis. Hunter, and the journey across tho 
continent was made in a special car at- 
tached to the Pacific express. Considering 
the circumstances of her bereavement, Mrs. 
Robson has stood tho necessarily tiresome 
jonrnov fairly well, and, with surpriing for- 
titude, is bravely bearing her overpowering 
loss. 

All along the line of travel, the respect 
and esteem in which tho dead Premier wiis 
held was shown by the residents of tho 
Province, who sent numoroua and handaonie 
wreatlia to place upon tho grave. Amongst 
these was one from Kamloopa. Ou tho ar- 
rival of the train at; Vancouver a largo 
number of citizens were on hand to 
pay their last respects. Amongst them : 
Acting Mayor Anderson, tho Aldermen, 
members of tho Board of Trade, and mem- 
bers of other public bodies. Revs. Hall, 
Pedley, Botts, Flewelling, ilaitlaud, Mc-

Sproit, H. V. Edmonds, and others. The 
pall-bearers from the car to tlie baat were 
Mayor Townsend, Ci. K. Corbould, M. 
P.; J. W. Home, M.P.P.; T. Cunningham,

:R. H. Alexander, T. J. Trapp ond B.

Tho application made by Messrs. E. V. 
Bodwoll and Chas. Wilson for a writ of 
liabeaa corpus for the release from the 
quarantine station at Vancouver of George 

Bowack was continued yesterday afternoon 
before i^lr. Justice Walkem. Hon. C. E. 
Pooley, Q.U., and Wr. A. E. McPhiiiips 
again appeured for the City of Vancouver. 

In re-opening tho case, Mr. Wilson read 
the atlidavits of Dr. J. C. Davie, provincial 
health oflicer, as to the condition of tlie 
smallpox outbreak in tho city. Dr. Davie 
gave it as his opinion that there had not 
been at any time more than J or 2 per cent, 
of the inhabitants of the city infected with 
the disease, and it was not in any way dan- 
gerous to permit a traveller, who had been 
in the city for only a couple of days, to go 
abroad, providing the Provincial Health 
regulations re vasomation had been com- 
plied with. 

Further evidence was offered to tho ef- 
fect that Bowack was taken in custody when 
on the C.P.R. wharf, which, it was alleged, 
is not within the limits of the city of Van- 
couver, and was, therefore, out of their 
jurisdiction. Owing to some minor defects 
in the plan presented, however. His Lord- 
ship declined to accept this, but granted an 
adjournment to enable the defect to bo re- 
medied. It is proposed to show that Bow- 
gok was arreated without a warrant, outside 
tlie jurisdiction of the city, and that, there- 
fore, hia retention iu custody, there being 
no criminal charge against him, ii illegal.

New York, July 20. — The Herald, of 
yesterday, has tlie .following gossip from "a 
member of Parliament " : "Now that wo 
know exactly where we stand, I find very 
little to irodify in tho forecast I put before 
you. I tolil you the rarncUitcs would be 
reduced to about six or eight members. 
They haya nine.' The only well-known 
followers of Pariiell who came back are 
Messrs. Hnrrjpgton and Redmond. 
Tho anti-Pamellites fought thcni 
everywhere with the aid of the 
priests. We shall have 20 now Irish mem- 
bers among tho MoCarthyitea, all appearing 
for the first time in Parliatiient. The bit- 
terness that has bden left behind in Ireland 
by those fierce contests passes the power of 
words to describe. That tho defeated men 
will be hoard from again, in a more or less 
unpleasant manner, wo need not doubt. 
,J. O'Kelly, John' O'Connor and tha rest of 
thoin are not dead yet. 

"The Liberal-Unionist Beceders have suf- 
fered, hut not to tho extent the Glud- 
stonians anticipated. They have come back 
■10 strong. If Mr. Gladstone could only win 
a dozen or so more to his side, what a but- 
tress they would be to his rickety majority ! 
Ho will move heaven and earth to accom- 
plish this result. I think I see a couple of 
doubtful peraons in tho party, but the rest 
will stand firm to their colors with 2138 
staunch Conaorvativca. These will make 
up a moat formidable army. Tho Glud- 
atonians prooer only number 271, so that 
tho Unioniata have no cuuao to be ashamed 
of their niuater roll. 

"Thoro will bo many now faces in tho 
House. Among the Gladstoniana there aro 
103 who never sat in parliamemt before, and 
among the Conservatives 75. Altoaother 
there wiU be 214' new members. Some ex- 
cellent men have, gone, many of them speci- 
mens of the 'dne old JSngiish Keniieman' 
like Sir ■ Beginaia Knightly; they cannot 
stand against the ruRing tide of Demo- 
cracy. With every House of Commons 
henceforth, the' type whidh stood, its 
ground for .so mdhy centuriesin Parliament, 
will become, more and /more rare. Tho 
change has become inevitable; whether it bo 
destined to work good or ill for the country 
is another matter. 

'■■Mr. Gladetono has lost some of liis 
sturdiest supporters, and their places, have 
been taken Ijy men whom he distrusts, and 
who look upon him as a curiosity, fit only 
to be labelled and put into a museum. 
They would not like to get up in a public 
meeting aud say so, but that ia tho feeling. 
Men who led tho Liberal party aro no 
longer in touch with it. Mr. Mnrley ia be- 
ing rapidly left behiij^d. Tlio guillotine 
which ho hna bo bravely uaed, falla 
upon hia own neck. Tho new school of 
Radicals will aweep away tlio old. Who, 
of all men, well-known to tho public, came 
back to the new Parliament much atrouger 
than before There ia one unawer, and 
that ia Chamherlain. Owing to his 
superior powers of organi/.ition or per- 
sonal inllucrioo, ho has carried every position, 
so as to be ablo to dictate his own terms 
to either Lord Saliabury or Mr. Gladstone, 
nnd, in proportion as ho has grown. Lord 
Randolph Churchill has shrivelled and de- 
clined. Ho decided to eflfaoe himself from 
thia contest, and suoceudod only too well. 
No one thinks of him, no one mentions hia 
name. He has allowed hia old rival to do 
all the work and fill the public eye. 

" How stand matters ? Chamberlain oc- 
cupies the wholei foreground, while Church- 
ill is absolutely out of sijjht. Indeed, 
everybody has dwindled in comparison 
with Chamberlain. Now what will he do ? 
What sort of a course does he intend-to 
steer? Shrewd and craity. he is to be 
master of many legions before this 
" War of the Union " is over, 
and, at the end, the old Tory party, 
even the modern Conaervativo party, will 
require n great deal of looking for before 
you will bo ablo to find it."
